joined to said top and said base by hinges. 




4. The frame of claim 3 wherein saidjegjrifirnbers are divided into three equal parts and joined 
together by hinges at points^third and two thirds ofthe length of said leg members. 




The frame of claim 4 wherein the top third portion and the bottom third portion of said leg 
members bend outwards during expansion of said frame with the middle third maintaining 
the upright vertical orientation.
